Peaple are again beginning to 
talk about the question of house 
rentals. Stories are in circulation 
of tandlords openly stating that 
thes intend to raise rents if the 
restrictions are removed in June 
next, and of others who bint that 
if the Ordinance is renewed fore 
further twelve months they will 
ask to be permitted to charge a 
sufficient rectal to prcdoce a 
specified return on capital. June 
jg some months ebead yet, but 
the tims bas come when the 
tenants’ viewpoint should again 
be put forward. 

Despite the consideratle build- 
ing of the present year, it is atill 
| apparent that the supply is short 
of the demand. Any advertiser 
who has a house to let will tell 


the same story of heing besieged 
by applicants. If the Govern. 
ment wants confirmation of that 
fect itis easily obtained. People 
are glad to get accommodation, 
aven at the excessive rentals 
charged on new property, which 
dues not come within tha scope of 
the restrictive Ordinance. And 
much of the old property is alsolet 
atridiculously high figures, taking 
into account the original outlay 
acd the huge profits that bave 
been made from it. Even 80, 
some lteandiords are still dissatis- 
fied. And they are only waiting 
for the, repeal of the existing 
Ordinance in érder to put on the 
screw. 

Happily, we Eave a Governor 
who has shown that ‘be is prepar- 
ed to protect tenants go long as 
protection is needed.. That it is 
still needed, and will be when 
June comes round, we bave no 
doubt. There is no call for any 
tamperiog with the Ordinance in 
favour of landlords; if it is to be 
retained, there must be ro 
weskening of its powers. The 
Ordinance must ke kept water- 
tight. We sppeal to the Govera- 
ment to resist any movement in 
the contrary direction. .The out- 
standing facte sre that there are 
not anough houses yet, and that 
in far too many instsocea exces- 
sive “rentals are charged. . The 
sooner the Government lets land; 
lords know that conditions still 
warrant & continuance of the 
restrictions, the better will it be 
for all concerned,

Guild Methods. 


Tha bakers’ strike may hare 
bsen settled before this appaars in 
print, or it may have developed 
further. In any case, the moment 
is timely for an observation or two 
upon Guild methods, as illustrated 
in. this stoppage. As we were 
abla to show yesterday, despite 
the fact that the workers con- 
corned were satisfied with the in- 
creases conceded’ by Messrs, 
Wiseman, they struck work at 
almost a moment's notice. Why? 
Because the Guild. was not 
satisfied, althouzh the men ware.

Jf only one could be certain 
that Russia is sincere! A news 
item of more than passing interes!

with reference to a conference 
between Russia and the border 
States (including Poland). The 
Soviet aris, it is stated, could be 
(and presumably would bz) re- 
duced to 600,000 within a year. 
Should the barder States fall in 
with Russia's views, therefore, 
we would apparently b3 able to 
expect tho Red forers to ba made 
a comparatively sroall unit, 
haviog regard to the area and 
population of Russia. Bat there 
is even more in this surprise 
packet from Moscow—Russia is 
said to be sticking out for a 
disarmament treaty. AM traly 
ideal, and no doubt capable of 
winning the hearty endorsement 
of the cations wha so far have 
found smell reason to regard the 
Soviet with aopthing but dis- 
trust. ‘ Unfortanstely-for - these 
pacific intentions of Russia; there 
are two other items of news, 
received the sama day,” which 
suggest that the Soviet will have 
listle, if aay, intention of disarm- 
ing for sometime yet. Chicherio

There are many who regard 
the agricultural industry in 
Britein, teken as a whole, as 
“played out.” Prosperous farms 
here and there are merely the 
exceptions that prove the rule. 
The increase of population, spread 
of urban areas, ani growth of 
industry, have withio the 
last Alty years or so changed the 
whole aspect of truly rural sub- 
sistence. The farming industry 
hes never been a very paying one 
in Britaia—for the most part the 
small farmer earns 8 bare living, 
aod the agricultural workers have 
always been notoriously the 
worst-paid section . of labour. 
Our farm3 have not produced 
sufficient for fhe. cogntry's 
needs. for many years now, 
and the fillip to the agricultural 
and dairying industry given by 
the demands of the Iate 
wer . merely lessened the 
impofts of farm produce « bit. 
Most of those who hayétsken up 
farming since the war now find 
themselr.s bard hit. Itis interest- 
ing to note Mr, Lloyd George's 
efforts to have Britain's agricul- 
taral industry. reorganised. We 
trust that the tribunal of in- 
vestigation which is being formed 
will be able to improve matters, 
ifnothing more, ~  ... :
